SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled mail order form that is otherwise known as Ophelia Editions Order Form, 
is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The mail order form is classified as an objectionable publication because it tends to 
promote and support the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

The mail order form is a single sheet of A4 sized paper that contains printed material 
on both sides. The style of the publication lends itself to being easily copied and 
distributed. The order form contains information relating to the availability of various 
publications and the means of accessing these publications. The form also previews a 
number of publications, two of which have, as a central theme, teenage females 
involved in sexual relationships with older male family members. Such publications 
are designed to sexually titillate the reader. 

The mail order form tends to promote and support the exploitation of children and 
young persons for sexual purposes by facilitating the means by which people may gain 
access to this type of publication. 

In reaching this decision the Classification Office has expressly taken into 
consideration the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Section 3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 takes precedence over si 4 of 
the NZBR Act as it is a deeming provision and so no further consideration needs to be 
given to si 4. 
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
